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OPPOSE GASOLENE PERMIT 

Chestnut Hill Residents Make Strong Remon- 
strance Belore the Board ol Aldermen 


The hearings before the board of 
aldermen last Monday night took over 
an hour’s time, the principal matter ct 
Interest being the petition of Robert J. 
Burns for a, permit for 500 gallons of 
gasolene on Manet road, Chestnut Hill. 
That district sent down a large delega- 
tion and vigorously protested against 
the permit being granted. Mr. Burns 
and his father, Mr. John T. Burns were 
the only persons to favor the project 
and Messrs. W. A. Mosman, Frank A. 
Schirmer, George J. Martin, Chas. L. 
Ayling and Dr. C. A. Riley objected. 
President Harriman called for a rising 
vote, from the spectators on the matter, 
the vote standing 19 against and 2 in 
favor. 

I The hearing on the proposed round- 
I iug of the corners of Walnut and Bea- 
con street also took some time as Al- 
ii derman Blake complicated the subject 
' by bringing In a pending petition of 
rhe Jenney Mfg. Co. to locate a gasolene 


filling station at one of these corners. 
Mr. F. E. Banflejd, Jr., president of the 
Newton Centre 'improvement Associa- 
tion spoke in favor of the rounding and 
also favored the filling station as a 
ftieans of keeping the corner from 
being built up with other structures. 
Mr. Banfleld called this place the most 
dangerous corner in the city. Messrs. 
J. T. O’Connor, N. F. Pratt and J. P. 
Roche also spoke in favor and Mr. 
Cohen for the Wingersky estate en- 
tered an objection unless the whole of 
that estate was taken for the improve- 
ment. 

The proposed laying out of Warwick 
road also brought* both sides, Messrs. 
C. L. Dutton, L. C. Percy and E. P. Hay 
being in favor and Messrs. J. J. Gill 
and T. Reagan objecting. Here too, a 
rising vote was taken resulting in 18 
favoring and 2 opposing the project.

About one hundred alumnae and 
friends of Mt. Holyoke College dined at 
the Newton Club last Tuesday evening, 
this dinner being one of three held in 
the immediate vicinity and simultane- 
ously with many others through the 
length and breadth of the land as the 
opening of the intensive campaign to 
complete the college’s $3,000,000 En- 
dowment Fund. 

Miss Margaret McGill, chairman for 
all-Newton presided, from time to time 
between courses reading messages of 
greeting received from the other alum- 
nae groups. Blue candles and blue bal- 
loons suspended from the ceiling sug- 
gested the college color and added to 
the festive appearance of the room. A 
reproduction of the clock tower of 
Mary Lyfcn chapel with the hands set 
at three o’clock to represent the three 
million dollars graced the center of 
the head table. 

After a few introductory words from 
the chairman of the evening. Miss 
Eleanore Leete sang several songs and 
as the hour approached nine all rose 
and sang Alma Mater in accordance 
with the request from headquarters. 

In presenting the first speaker of the 
evening, Miss Bertha Haven Putnam, 
head of the department of history. Miss 
McGill quoted President Woolley as 
saying, that the history department at 
Mt. Holyoke is known not only in the 
United States, hut in England and 
abroad. Miss Putnam in opening her 
address said that never has there been 
a greater need for educated men and 
women than today, and never in his- 
tory have the privately endowed col- 
leges found themselves in so pitiful 
a plight as now. All are struggling for 
existence. The only alternative, should 
their campaigns for funds fail, is state 
aid in one or two forms, either through 
becoming state universities or through 
grants of funds. Cambridge and Ox- 
ford have recently been obliged for the 
first time to accept grants. In a demo- 
cratic country there is the fear that 
politics would control, and the tax pay- 
ers would look for too quick returns 
from their taxes, which would result 
in a lowering of standards and a ten- 
dency toward the utilitarian in educa- 
tion. 

Each student today costs the college 
$827, while the highest sum paid by 
any one is $750. there being many 
forms of rebates through scholarships 
and various loan funds and opportuni- 
ties for remunerative work. To raise 
the tuition sufficiently to avoid deficit 
would mean making a college educa- 
tion possible only to rich girls.

President Kepner called the meeting 
to order and after a few well-chosen 
opening remarks asked for the report 
of the nominating committee.

D. Fuller read the report giving the 
names of the retiring directors, which 
were Wm. E. Litchfield. L. D. Towle. 
James A. Stafford. A. W. Fuller. S. T. 
Emery, and J. W. Blaisdell. He then 
nominated to serve for three years, 
Loren D. Towle. James A. Stafford. S. 
T. Emery, J. W. Blaisdell, H. T. 
Dougherty. Walter H. Barker. Gros- 
venor Calkins, and Charles W. Bond. 
The report was accepted and the eight 
directors nominated were elected to 
serve for three years. C. V. Moore was 


re-elected as Clerk, and W. E. Harding 
as Treasurer. 

The General Secretary was then 
called on to give a report of the year’s 
work. He called attention to the fact 
that this was the 44th anniversary of 
the organization, and the 10th year 
in the new building. The present mem- 
bership is 650 men and 332 boys, a 
total of 982. He said that 34 rooms 
on the 3rd floor and 4 on the second 
floor had been continually occupied 
! as dormitories and that there is a 
waiting list which would enable us to 
fill another story easily. He also em- 
phasized the work of the employment 
department which Mr. Bruton is so 
successfully conducting. Employ- 
ment for 95 men and boys in the past 
six months has been secured, this be- 
ing worth hundreds of dollars to these 
men. many of whom have families. 

Bowling has been a very popular 
game at the Y. M. C. A. during the 
past year. There have been 50 men 
in the house tournament which is held 
the first three days of the week. The 
last three days of the week have been 
given over to general bowling and to 
groups of people from churches, busi- 
ness firms and other organizations. 
Our representative bowling team has 
won all its matches but one.

The claim of Charles Scipione was 
settled for $50, sewers ordered laid in 
Dexter road and Bullough park, $100.- 
000 in Sewer bonds and $100,000 in 
Street Improvement bonds authorized, 
various sums approved for certain 1920 
deficits, the Security Mills granted per- 
mit to enter sewer in Munroe street at 
grade, and $1000 appropriated for 
branch library equipment at Waban. 

There was a long discussion over the 
majority report of the License com- 
mittee opposing granting a common 
victualler license to P. Colorulla at 
Newtonville. Alderman Morse stated 
that it was unfair to allow this fruit 
dealer to keep open on Sunday while 
his competitors were unable to do so. 
The place was Lot needed for a waiting 
room as the Street Railway Co. had a 
building for that purpose across the 
street. The applicant was not a citi- 
zen. Alderman Blake said this man 


had run this place for 17 years and I 
had applied for his citizen's papers. 
The place ohould he kept open to en- 
able citizens to purchase fruit on Sun- 
day. Alderman Madden said the place 
was used as a waiting room as the 
street railway room was unsanitary 
and not kept in order. Similar condi- 
tions existed at Newton Corner and he 
favored granting the license. Aider- 
men Cook. Lloyd, Rogers, Ross, Salton- 
stall and Jewell also spoke and the 
committee report was turned down and 
the license granted. 

The majority report favoring grant- 
ing D. F. Bardo a permit for a 5-unit 
garage on Washington street, West 
Newton met with better fate as it was 
unanimously approved. C. S. Decker 
was granted a permit for a 7 unit gar- 
age on Elmwood street, Newton. 

The matter of granting a common 
victualler license to Peter Durant on 
Bridge street was recommitted to the 
License committee. 

The Finance committee reported in- 
expedient on an item of $1421.48 addi- 
tional for architects’ plans ror proposed 
fire station at Auburndale. 

There was some debate over an order 
limiting the speed of automobiles on 
Waban Hill road. Chestnut Hill, which 
residents . complained was being used 
for testing out engines of automobile 
dealers. The limit was fixed at 15 
miles by vote of 10 to 8 and the order 
adopted. 

The hoard adjourned at 10.25.

NEW PRESIDENT CHOSEN 
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for boys about once a month during 
t he winter with good attendance. The 
Boys’ Bible Class for employed hoys 
has been meeting on Friday evenings. 
A Fellowship Club for men with an 
average of 26 in attendance has been 
meeting on Monday evenings. Speak- 
ers have been drawn from all walks 
of life. The aim is to promote friend- 
liness and Christian Fellowship. Mr. 
Bascom also called attention to the 
series of religious meetings conducted 
by Ix)uis E. Smith during the winter 
months. 

Social work has been In charge of 
Mr. D. W. Anders and attention was 
called to several social events which 
were well attended, especially the New 
Year’s Reception. The Women’s 
Auxiliary was praised for its co-opera- 
tion during the year and for its gifts 
of money for boys’ work in the build- 
ing and the county work of Massa- 
chusetts. 

In the Physical Department the at- 
tendance in the gymnasium classes 
has been unusually large this season. 
A total of 30,760 attended all the phy- 
sical department activities. 175 were 
taught to swim, and 6 were taught life 
saving. Representative teams have 
been conducted in baseball, tennis, in- 
door and outdoor athletics, and in 
swimming. A basket ball league for 
the members was also very succesful. 
The Annual Demonstration drew the 
usual large attendance. Attention was 
called to the fine leadership which Mr. 
Carling and his assistants. Walter 
Macdonald and Ray Van Buskirk had 
given in the class work and games. 

Last Fall Mr. Doubleday was given 
charge of the Boys’ Department and 
the success which has come to the 
boys’ work has justified the appoint- 
ment. The membership has jumped 
from 219 to 325. Educational trips 
have been taken to States Prison, 
Bunker Hill, Samoset Chocolates Co., 
Franklin Park, and other places of in- 
terest. A successful Debating Club 
of twenty boys has been meeting on 
Saturday evenings, a Bible Class for 
employed boys on Friday evenings. 
Parents’ nights have been well at- 
tended. Game tournaments at home 
and with other Associations have been 
held. Forty boys from Boston have 
been entertained each week during the 
summer months. Good delegations of 
our older boys have been sent to the 
State Boys’ Conference. A large part 
of the boys’ work is done in conjunc- 
tion with the physical department. 
There has been the best of co-opera- 
tion, and good results have been ac- 
complished. Ninety-eight boys at- 
tended the Frank A. Day Camp last 
rummer. Provision has been made 
for additional* equipment so that 80 
boys can be accommodated at one 
time during the coming year. 

During the past year the building 
has been used by many organizations 
for special events. Red Cross nursing 
classes. Boy Scout Athletic and Swim- 
ming Meets, Sunday School Classes, 
have been given the privilege of us- 
ing the equipment at the building. The 
bowling alleys have been used by 
groups of young people from churches 
and other organizations. The Newton 
Constabulary Band and the Newton 
Community Chorus have rehearsed 
here each week. The Building is rap- 
idly becoming a Community Centre. 
The Association’s officers are glad 
that this is so and will welcome any 
group which is working for the wel- 
fare of the Community. 

Both the General Secretary and the 
President of the Association spoke of 
the success of the year’s work being 
in no small measure due to the rais- 
ing of money for current expenses and 
improvements by a group of business 
men who gave so generously their 
time and means last October. No one 
connected with the Association will 
want to go back to the old method of 
raising money. 

Mr. A. T. Leary, the Community 
Secretary, gave a very interesting re- 
port of his work on the south side of 
the City. This work is conducted large- 
ly in the churches and agencies al- 
ready established. Gymnasium classes 
for boys and girls have been con- 
ducted. Skating carnivals, socials, 
father and son affairs, have been pro- 
moted. Perhaps most important of 
all is the training of boys and girls 
for leadership. An Older Boys’ Coun- 
cil, 16 strong, are assisting Mr. Leary 
in this work. 

Dr. A. G. Noehren, Physical Direc- 
tor for all India, was introduced and 
spoke for a few minutes upon condi- 
| tions in India. Mr. Franklin W. Ganse 
was then asked to introduce the speak- 
er of the evening, Rev. Ashley Day 
Leavitt of the Harvard Church, Brook- 
line. Dr. Leavitt gave a most inspir- 
ing address which was heartily ap- 
plauded by those present. 

At the Directors’ meeting directly 
following the Annual Meeting, Mr. 
Frederick D. Fuller was electeuT’resi- 
dent of the Association and Mr. J. W. 
Blaisdell re-elected Vice President. 

Mr. C. D. Kepner, the retiring Presi- 
dent, has held' office for 'the past seven 
years. The Community Work, the 
Boys’ Camp, and the Annual Canvass 
for funds and members, are features 
which have developed under his lead- 
ership. He will remain on the Board 
of Directors at the head of the finan- 
cial committee. 

Mr. Kepner has won the esteem and 
confidence of all the members and di- 
rectors while he has been in office, 
and they are grateful for his inspiring 
leadership.

The debate in the l»oard of aldermen 
Monday night over the granting of a 
common victualler license to enable a 
fruit dealer to legally keep open his 
place of business on Sunday, on the 
pretence that the store is used as a 
waiting room for street railway pa- 
trons, ought to convince any fair mind- 
ed man that there is something wrong 
somewhere. The common victualler 
subterfuge to enable persons to do 
their regular business on Sunday has 
Continued long enough, and ought to be 
stopped. There is plenty of law on the 
statute books to have this convenience 
to the travelling public continued in a 
proper manner, but to attempt to say 
that a fruit dealer is a "common vic- 
tualler” when it is well known that 
common victualler licenses are, or 
should be limited to restaurants, and 
lunch rooms is childish. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The bill to repeal the excise tax on 
street railways which was defeated last 
week, was subsequently reconsidered 
and a new' bill relieving the railw'ay 
companies from this tax for a period 
of two years was acted upon favor- 
ably. 

Representative Rice of this city was 
In the limelight for a brief period on 
Monday when he made a statem?nt be- 
fore the El investigating committee 
virtually attacking former governor 
Coolidge and former Speaker Warner 
for their attitude on the purchase of 
the Cambridge subway. It was the 
general impression about the State 
House that the attitude taken by Mr. 
Rice was unwise to say the least. 

Middlesex County members had an 


interesting conference on Monday with 
Dr. Arthur W. Gilbert, the commis- 
sioner of Agriculture for the state. Dr. 
Gilbert gave some astonishing facts 
about the food conditions in Massachu- 
setts. Few* people realize how near the 
"starvation line" we are. Our supply 
of hogs will last us about a week. 
Beef for one or two weeks. lEggs 
and poultry, two or three weeks. Po- 
tatoes three weeks and other staples 
accordingly. In the event of a nation 
wide tieup of our transportation facil- 
ities. Massachusetts would be in a very 
bad way. Dr. Gilbert criticized the 
market facilities in Boston as crude 
and expensive and called attention to 
the added cost on the consumer for 
every unnecessary handling of food 
products. He gave but little hope for 
lessened costs in food products as the 
West is now' losing its originnl fertility 
of soil and must now’ use fertilizers 
thus adding to the cost of production. 
Western farmers, are also he said, now- 
in co-operative associations to regulate 
the supply and price of farm produce, 
and these factors, together with the 
greatly added cost of transportation 
will keep up the price to the consumer 
for a long time in the future. He 
urged legislation w’hicli would induce 
a return to the farm here in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Newton residents who are interested 
in the censorship of moving pictures 
will rejoice over the action of the 
House on Thursday in passing the bill 
to a third reading by a vote of 150 to 
50. It w’ill be recalled, however, that 
a similar measure passed both branch- 
es last year and w-as vetoed by Gov. 
Coolidge. 

An interesting situation has arisen 
regarding the sale of intoxicating 
liquors by druggists on certificate or 
prescription of physicians. Through 
some confusion Iji the minds of the 
Recess committee of last year regard- 
ing the certificates issued by the

Mr. Charles A. Andrews of Waban, 
the closing speaker, urged upon the 
alumnae that they are doing a much 
bigger task than merely making 
th*ngn convenient at South Hadley. It 
is not a different one from that of 
Mary Lyon and it will meet with suc- 
cess if the alumnae put into it sono 
small friction of the spirit which she 
showed. "Your task of getting the re- 
maining $2 000,000 does not begin to 
compare with the $27,000 which Mary 
Lyon raised. She was weak and poor, 
rhe gave of herself that others might 
become strong and in turn Contribute 
to the needs of their times.”

The annual meeting of the Newton 
Community Club opened with a song 
by the club’s chorus, “Come Sweet 
Morn.” After the records of the pre- 
vious meeting and a few announce- 
ments, Miss Katherine L. Stone ren- 
dered several violin selections, with 
Mrs. M. L. Madden at the piano. The 
annual reports of the officers, which fol- 
lowed, showed the club to be in fine 
condition with 568 upon the member- 
ship roll and $1218.17 as a balance in 
the treasury.

The Home Economics committee 
‘hrough its chairman Mrs. Sidney Pet- 
erson, reported work jointly with the 
Civics and Education committees to- 
wards securing adequate medidal in- 
spection in the public schools. Mem- 
bers of her department under super- 
vision of the Massachusetts Consumers' 
league have made an inspection of 
’ocal bakeries. Mrs. Frank P. Scofield 
reported the present status of the vari 
ius legislative matters, which the club 
has endorsed. 

At the annual meeting one year ago 
the club voted $240 for various phil 
anthropic objects. This year the fol 
'ow'ng appropriations were passed: 
Welfare Bureau, $25; Newton Hospital 
*25; Pomroy Home, $25; West Newton 
Music, $25; Newton Y. M. (’. A.. $25; 
Stone Institute, $20; Stearns School 
Centre, $20; Newton District Nursing 
Association. $20; Newton Circle. $15 
”r«ncis Jewett Repertory Theatre 
’luh, $25; Chinese Famine Fund, $25; 
Near East, $25; Madame Curie. $25; 
Endowment Fund of the State Federa 
tlon, $50; u total of $350.

There is nothing like the annual 
meeting of the Newton Federation to 
give a stranger in our midst an all- 
round idea of what club work is being 
done throughout the city, for here is 
brought together a survey of all that 
has gone on through the year.

Resolution Upon the Snell Bill 


Passed by Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs 

WHEREAS, one in twenty (1 in 20) 
of the people of this country depends 
for a living upon the forests and their 
products and more people are em- 
ployed in lumbering and in wood using 
factories, than in any other industry ex- 
cept agriculture, and 

WHEREAS, it is a fact that nothing 
which we eat or use or wear can be 
produced, transported, or consumed 
without the help of the forest, and that 
no need of body or mind can be met. 
no moment of our lives can be passed 
in comfort and well fceing without 
something which only the forests sup- 
ply, and 

WHEREAS, three-fifths in quantity 
and far more than three-fifths in qual- 
ity of the original timber supply of the 
United States has been cut over, wast- 
ed. or burned, and onohalf of our re- 
maining timber lies in three Pacific 
states and 61 per cent is west of the 
Great Plains, while four-fifths of the 
population live east of the Rocky 
Mountains, thus causing the expensive 
transportation of wood supplies to add 
enormously to the cost and difficulties 
of living for the great majority of our 
people, and yet we are still throughout 
the country, annually cutting, wasting 
and burning four or five times our an- 
nual growth of timber, which growth, 
with small exception, is of inferior 
quality, and 

WHEREAS, destructive lumbering 
without reforestation, together with 
the fires which inevitably follow bad 
forestry methods, not only deprive us 
of wood but also destroy our soil and 
our water resources, and 

WHEREAS, three million acres, or 
three-fifths of the land area of Massa- 
chusetts is not fitted for agriculture 
but is of supreme value for wood pro- 
duction. and out of this potential forest 
land more than one million acres is 
now idle or waste land, not only un- 
profitable but a burden to the com 
munity. and moreover only a small 
portion of the two million acres of 
forested land is properly managed f >r 
the maximum production of successive 
Umber crops required to supply the 
large wood using of the other states 
now are and mbst of them soon will be 
in the same plight as Massachusetts, 
while no state in the Union has any 
adequate tire protection and meanwhile 
there are no sources of more than tem- 
porary and Insignificant wood supply 
outside the United States, so that there 
fore the only remedy is a far-reaching 
constructive National Forest Policy ini 
ce-operution with the states, and

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR NURSES 

Suggested at Joint Meeting ol Social Service 
League and Hospital Aid Association 


The ninth annual meeting of the 

[ Newton Hospital Social Service 
League was held In conjunction with 
that of the Hospital Aid Association on 
May 10th in the New Church parlors, 
Mrs. Talbilt presiding. The Secre- 
tary’s and Treasurer’s reports of the 
Aid Association were read and accept- 
ed, followed by the report of the nom- 
inating committee. The following 
officers were elected for 'the coming 
year President, Mrs. Geo. H. Talbot; 
Vice Prsidents, Mrs. Joseph N. Lovell, 
Mrs. Wm. M. Flanders, Mrs. Geo. W. 
St. Amant; Recording Secretary, Mrs. 

* Frank S. Anderson; Corresponding 
Secretary, Miss Marguerite Flanders; 
'Treasurer, Miss Rose Loring. 

Mrs. Tower of the Newton District 
Nursing Association gave an interest- i 
ing account of the work accomplished ‘ 
the past year. During the month of 
April, 102 patients were visited, some 
paying the minimum fee of 75 cents 
and others unable to pay at all. 

‘ Mrs. Stewart then explained briefly 
the idea of the Central Council— 
which will be the combining of all 
charities. She spoke clearly of the 
purpose of such an organization, and 
pointed out on a chart how the dif- 
ferent associations would be cared 
for; some coming through the hos- 
pital and others being taken up direct- 
ly by the Central Council. The chart 
was then passed around the room, so 
that all would get the correct impres- 
sion. 

Mrs. Talbot then spoke* on a few 
vital questions, among the first being 
the still urgent need of the work here- 
tofore done by the Aid Association; 
even if the association is absorbed by 
the Central Council. The linens and 
garments previously made by the 


ladies would still be needed and even 
more work has been mnpped out for 
them the coming year. 

Mrs. Talbot mentioned a scholarship 
for nurses, such a suggestion having 
been previously submitted to Miss 
Riddle. 

A letter from Miss Riddle was read, 
approving of such a plan, and saying 
that she considered a scholarship of 
$50 to $75 — one for each year of train- 
ing — would be a great incentive to 
the nurses. 

Said scholarships would^ be for; 
Excellence, practice, scholarship and 
fitness (by fitness, meaning courtesy 
and thoughtfulness for their patients). 
Awards might be made this year, but 
there, of course, would be no chance 
for competition until next year. 

The meeting was then turned over 
to the Social Service League, Mrs. 
Sherman presiding. 

The Secretary’s and Treasurer’s re 
ports were read and accepted, the 
Treasurer stating a balance of 
$1166.70 with an additional $525 
which was received after the books 
were made up. 

The Secretary’s report gave an ac- 
curate idea of the work which has 
been done the past year, and of the 
struggle which the League has had to 
keep in existence financially.

On Tuesday evening in Odd Fellows’ 
Hall, Newtonvllle, a meeting was held 
under the auspices of Newton Lodge 
110, K. of P.. Mr. William C. Eddy. 
Past Councillor, presiding. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to acquaint 
the citizens of Newton with the dif- 
ferent functions which go to make up 
the civic life of the city. 

The first speaker was Mr. U. G. 
Wheeler, Supt. of Schools, who ex- 
plained the election and function of 
the school committee and of the Sup- 
erintendent, Assistant Superintendent 
and the 350 principals and teachers of 
the city . He told in detail of the work 
of the three High Schools, the Classi- 
cal. Technical and Vocational. The 
first, he said, contained approximately 
950 pupils, the second 700 and the 
third 400. Newton is peculiar in that 
more pupils enter the high schools of 
the city than graduate from the gram- 
mar schools. This Is explained by the 
fact that many people come here to 
live when their children become of 
high school age with the purpose of I 
sending them to the Newton high j 
schools. He concluded by showing 
the crying need for new buildings, es- 
pecially in connection with the high 
schools. 

The second speaker was Mr. Oswald 
J. McC'ourt of the Board of Charities 
of the city. He told of the work of 
the Overseer of the Poor, and of his 
relation to the hospitals, and Home of 
the Aged, etc. 

The third speaker. Assessor Henry 
Bailv. gave an exceedingly clear ac- 
count of why taxes were raised and of 
the expenses and revenues of the city. 
He proved conclusively that the 
“pursuit of happiness" guaranteed by 
the constitution would be impossible 
without government, and that govern- 
ment would be impossible without 
taxes. He also explained the city, 
state and county budget, and the rea- 
son for the contribution of Newton to 
the metropolitan system.

Mr. F*rank A. Goodwin, registrar of 
motor vehicles, was the speaker this 
week before the members from Mid- 
dlesex county and gave some interest- 
ing and startling facts regarding the 
automobile situation in the state. 

Over 329.000 machines were regis- 
tered last year for fees aggregating 
‘$3,860,000; 236,000 operators licenses 
and 124,000 chauffeurs licenses were 
granted. The number of accidents 
has increased from 77 killed and 963 
Injured In 1910 to 4280 killed and 
21,000 injured in 1920. The principal 
causes in order of importance were 
inexperienced operators, speed, liquor 
and carelessness on the part of pedes- 
trians, especially children. To remedy 
this situation the department inaug- 
urated the policy last year of requir- 
ing examination before operators’ li- 
censes w r ere issued, and first took all 
applicants who were under 18 years of 
age, then operators of trucks and 
since last December, every person 
operating a motor vehicle. Mr. Good- 
win said that already they had noticed 
a diminution of accidents. In the 
matter of speed, Mr. Goodwin said 
that the police of cities did very v ?11 
in enforcing the law. but the ; :v.ns 
were in the opposite class. 1.: ad- 


dition, he had tried to reach the dif- 
ficulty by taking away the license. In 
the trouble caused by use of liquor 
he had also made a new ruling 
whereby the offender not only lost his 
license as an operator, but the regis- 
tration of his car waji also cancelled. 
He believed that a fine did not mean 
much in these cases and suggested 
that the courts would have to deal 
out jail sentences in order to stop it. 
In the matter of headlights, the de- 
partment had been studying the past 
six months and were about tc\ issue 
regulations on the matter. He hinted 
that it would probably take the form 
of requiring lenses which would 
“widen” or spread the light. 

AH three Newton representatives 
voted in favor of the bill to harmonize 
the laws of Massachusetts with the 
national legislation under the 18th 
amendment to the constitution. With 
40 state's already co-ooperating with 
the national government under the 
Volstead Act, there can be no ques- 
tion where a state like Massachusetts 
should stand.

TYPHOID EPIDEMIC CAUSED BY 
RAW MILK 


The present epidemic of typhoid 
fever In Waltham has been traced to 
a raw milk supply. Immediate action 
is necessary to prevent the spreading 
of the epidemic, and Waltham is learn- 
ing through bitter experience that raw* 
milk is dangerous milk, for young and 
old. * 

This epidemic is especially deplor- 
able in view of the fact that it might 
have been prevented. The community 
may not realize that raw milk is a real 
menace, but there is every reason to 
suppose that the milk dealers under- 
stand the dangers so frequently attend- 
ing its use. 

In the absence of compulsory pas- 
teurization ordinances it is incumbent 
upon the milk dealer to take it upon 
himself to safeguard the milk supply in 
this way. The health of the people 
should be the dealer’s first considera- 
tion — the cost of such health precau 
tions is secondary. 

Periodically we hear of such milk- 
borne epidemics. Marlborough recent- 
ly suffered such an epidemic in which 
there were 33 cases. Some of us re- 
member a milk-borne epidemic in Wor- 
cester a few years ago in which 213 
cases with 10 deaths were reported. 
Waltham cannot expect to be immune 
from such visitations of disease while 
the people continue to use raw milk. 
The result is inevitable sooner or 
later. 

Approximately one person in 300 has 
typhoid fever every year — among dairy 
people as well as others. Frequently 
the cases are not identified as typhoid 
fever until the second or third week 
of illness. Is it surprising then. tliaP 
those working about the milk should 
'nfect it and spread epidemics? Sure- 
ly no thoughtful milk dealer would 
neglect to pasteurize his milk now that 
it is established that this is an abso- 
lute protection against disease. 

Dr. Rosenau. Professor of Prevent- 
ive Medicine at Harvard says. “Pasteur- 
ization prevents sickness and saves 
lives.” But to know a fact and to act 
upon it are two different things, and 
it is easier and cheaper to sell the 
milk in its raw state. 

We might go on quoting authorities 
forever. It is the consensus of opin- 
ion today among all health officers that 
pasteurization is the only absolute safe- 
guard against milk-borne diseases. In 
the light of all this available knowl- 
edge how can a milk dealer neglect to 
adopt this protective measure? 

Milk is the most important and the 
most health-giving food we have for 
those of all ages. It is as necessary 
for the children as fresh air and sun- 
shine. but it must be pure and safe 
through perfect pasteurization. 

Our water supply is protected as a 
public service. The milk dealer win. 
protects his milk supply is performing 
a voluntary and real public service. 
And this unfortunate visit of typhoid 
to Waltham will serve as a lesson to 
all — a lesson that will cause every fam- 
ily to demand of its milk dealer a milk 
that is unquestionably pure and safe.

The Secretary’s report was neces- 
sarily rend by Mrs. Cole, as the reg- 
ular Secretary, Mrs. Janes, was unable 
to do so. 

Mrs. McMjannmon, the Social Service 
Worker, spoke of hgr work in the 
clinics and wards, and gave a few per- 
sonal illustrations of how patients 
were benefited by this work. She also 
said she wished to correct the mis- 
taken idea that some people had. such 
idea being that the wards at the hos- 
pital are free. They are not free — 
but there are sonic free beds, sup- 
ported by different charities.

McAuslin arrnnged his lantern and 
slides for an exceedingly interesting 
lecture on “Posture, in Relation to 
Health.” He spoke of how necessary 
it is to correct faulty posture during 
youth, as it is the cause of much ill- 
ness and disease, quite often resulting 
in tuberculosis. 

Dr. McAuslin hopes to start a course 
in physical education in conjunction 
with the academic education in 
schools, where pupils will be rated 
the same — A, B, C, etc., in that as well 
as their studies. 

Many interesting slides were shown 
on the screen, picturing defective 
spines caused by faulty posture and 
feet disfigured by improper shoes. He 
also showed some pictures of X-ray 
plates of teeth which had been neg- 
lected. 

Following Dr. McAuslin’s enlighten- 
ing lecture, a most delightful luncheon 
was served, which was enjoyed by 
over a hundred ladies.

Billy Phelps, as Prof. William Lyon 
Phelps of Yale is known by all, gives 
each month In the " Yale Alumni 
Weekly” book reviews which are most 
interesting. In the March 11 issue the 
book review column is headed "March 
Airs”, while the April one appears 
under the heading of "April Showers." 
In this he gives an idea of the enthu- 
siasm for literature that exists Just 
now among the undergraduates of Yale 
by his description of John Galsworthy s 
recent visit to the University. He 
says: 

-"Sprague Memorial Hall, which 
seats 800 good men and true, was Jam- 
med to the doors, and over a thousand 
human beings were vainly clamoring 
for admission. Accordingly, at three 
minutes before five, I announced that 
the lecture would be held in Woolsey 
Hall. Fortunately for all concerned, 
Secretary Stokes, who I think eats and 
sleeps in his office in Woodbridge, was, 
as usual, equal to the emergency. Now 
Woodbridge is geographically located 
directly between Sprague and Woolsey. 
I got word to Stokes at four minutes 
before five. He leaped from his win- 
dow, unlocked the portals of Woolsey 
just in time to avoid being trodden to 
death in the gate. You should have 
seen the students! They climbed out 
of the windows of Sprague, swarmed 
down the fire ’ escapes, and sprinted 
madly for Woolsey Hall. It looked, 
not like a riot, Sire, but like a revolu- 
tion; and this wild scramble was to 
hear a modern dramatist give a liter- 
ary lecture called ‘Castles in Spain. 
Woolsey Hall was inundated by be- 
tween two and three thousand people 
in about two minutes and a half. It 
had not been made ready; there was 
no time. One aisle was packed full of 
tables, standing on each other, and 
reaching fifteen or twenty feet into the 
air; they were escaladed in a victor! 
ous rush, and when Mr. Galsworthy 
began to speak, he saw an immense 
hall filled with eager auditors, with 
masses of students perched aloft, on 
inverted tables. At the close of his re- 
marks, the students charged on the 
stage, each armed with one of the au- 
thors hooks that had been bought, and 
requested the lecturer to sign his name 
therein. This he did cordially, al- 
though he was kept steadily writing 
over an hour, the center of a dense 
pack of humanity. He signed about 
five hundred books, finishing at 7.15.” 

The following are a few of his inter- 
esting reviews: 

"In chancery. By John Galsworthy. 
Don’t read this novel until you have 
first read or reread ‘The man of prop- 
erty,’ by the same author, published 
away back in 1906. This is a sequel, 
and an excellent one, carrying on in 
fine style. You cannot help becoming 
interested in the various members of 
this family, and in their peculiar opin- 
ions and fates — their fates in every in- 
stance being the result of their opin- 
ions. 

Character and opinion in the United 
States. By George Santayana. B-S23 c 
All those who have acute and culti- 
vated minds — none others need apply — 
will enjoy this admirable hook. Ad- 
mirable because it is so compact with 
thought, so flexible in style. I do not 
think any modern author has a style 
more perfectly adapted to his purposes 
than Mr. Santayana. The criticism on 
undergraduate life in America is bril- 
liant, and strange as the combination 
may seem, is both ironical and sympa- 
thetic. The chapters on his former 
colleagues at Harvard, James and 
Royce, will please and enrage the dis- 
ciples of those two philosophers. A 
man who looks on at life, as Mr. Sant- 
ayana does, has a certain advantage 
over those who are playing the game, 
but does he really know more about it 
or not? Sometimes I think those who 
are supporting families, working hard 
at their jobs, and paying their bills 
with difficulty, know more about life 
than the calm philosophical observer. 
To a cool, immaculate spectator, all 
men and women engaged in the heat of 
the struggle must appear slightly ri- 
diculous — hence the gentle irony of 
these exquisite pages. 

Grey Room. By Eden Philpotts. 
This is one of the most ingenious mur- 
der-mystery stories I have read for 
some time. I lent it to Director Chit- 
tenden, and even he. with all his scien- 
tific knowledge and experience, could 
not guess the solution. It cost him one 
night’s sleep at that. This is a new 
departure for Eden Philpotts, who has 
written four or five hundred realistic 
stories of Devonshire and Cornwall, 
and, apparently with little effort, aver- 
ages a thrill to the page. 

Early Tudor poetry. By John M. 
Berdan. ZYP-B45. The Literary sup- 
plement of the London Times, in a 
two column review of this book, called 
it an "honour to American scholar- 
ship.’’ And so it is. I was particularly 
orouu at reading that review, for John 
is one of my colleagues in our English 
Department, who combines extraordi- 
nary skill in teaching English compo- 
sition to the undergraduates, with orig- 
inal research. 

Captives. By Hugh Walpole. This 
is a novel in which certain scenes will 
remind T. and B. men of the opening 
versos of Browning’s “Christmas Hive.” 
Religious fnnutics in generul and Sec- 
ond Adventiuts in particular are stu- 
dies with sympathetic but merciless 
detail. The formidable old woman, 
who appears in most of Walpole’s 
hooks, is emphatically here. Some 
fierce old lady must have scared the 
life out of him in early youth. The

ire infrequent, and the character of 
the heroine original. I never saw a 
girl like her, not even in a print dress. 

Art of lawn tennis. By William T. 
Tllden, 3rd. An excellent treatise on 
tennis, written by the champion of the 
world. The advice is valuable not 
merely to experts, but to dubs. It con 
ciscly treats of the art from A B C to 
X Y Z. Mr. Tilden is a player of un- 
canny skill, hut he is also a Personal 
ity. His advice and his sketches of 
ion temporary rivals have a peculiar 
flavor. The pictures are helpful. I 
will add that the Yule Faculty Team 
ire prepared to take on all comers, 
provided that our adversaries will 
promise not to reud this book until 
after their defeat.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Gract M. Buht, Editor. 

The Woman’s Section, Savings Di- 
vision. at Washington is sending out 
a carefully prepared program along 
Thrift lines, which may well he consid- 
ered carefully by program commit- 
tees of the clubs. Thrift along house- 
hold lines, in food, clothing and the 
like, is pretty well established in the 
minds of careful and thoughtful 
women, hut the business side of life 
Is a feature that has not been so well 
developed in the woman’s training ns 
some of the others, yet what one is 
more Important! A college woman 
once remarked, “If only, when I was 
a girl, I had been taught that a dol- 
lar represented a day’s work (It did 
in those days), what It would have 
meant to me!” Today, even more than 
then, children need to learn the value 
of money not only In terms of what It 
can buy, but also in terms of what it 
means to earn it, — that It is the 
equivalent for service rendered. In 
order to bring these ideas more and 
more to the front and establish a sav- 
ing nation comparable to the French, 
is the aim of all Thrift work. The 
State Thrift chairman. Mrs. Irving O. 
Palmer, urges the clubs particularly 
to take up the financial side of the 
question and form classes in business 
and finance, or at least have one Busi- 
ness Day, when some of these things 
can he presented and considered.

DEATH OF MR. LINCOLN 


George T. Lincoln, a former resi- 
dent of West Newton, one of the or- 
ganizers of the City Press Association, 
for more than 30 years editor of the 
Banker & Tradesman and owner of 
the paper until a year ago, died at his 
home, 134 Pleasant street, Brookline, 
Sunday, after a long illness. 

Mr. Lincoln was 62 years of age. He 
was suburban reporter for the Boston 
Globe in Somerville and Charlestown 
from 1878 to the Fall of 1879. In 1884 
he was court reporter for the Globe, 
and in 1891, with David J. McGrath, 
he organized the City Press Associa- 
tion, which dissolved in 1897. He 
then returned to the Globe. In 1896 
he bought a controlling interest in the 
Banker & Tradesman Company of Bos- 
ton and for a long period served as its 
treasurer. About a year and one-half 
ago he retired from active business 
For many years he lived in Newton, 
moving to Brookline a few months 
ago. 

Mr. Lincoln was born in Westboro, 
June 3, 1858, his family moving to 
North Brookfield soon after. He was 
educated in the North Brookfield 
schools and established the first 
weekly paper there. He studied law 
in the office of Charles P. Lincoln, at- 
tended the Harvard Law School and 
was admitted to the Massachusetts 
bar. He was for a time assistant to 
the president of the West Shore Rail- 
road in New York. 

Mr. Lincoln was a member of the 
Dalhousie Lodge of Masons of Newton 
and the Neighborhood Club and Brae- 
Burn Golf Club of West Newton. He 
was secretary of the Somerville 
Board of Overseers of the Poor in 
1885. 

Mr. Lincoln was twice married. 
His first wife was Hattie E. Wilson, 
daughter «f ex-Mayor Wilson of New- 
ton. She died. He then married 
Adelaide Tromblee of Montpelier, Vt., 
who died in January, 1919. He is sur- 
vived by a son, E. Wilson Lincoln of 
Allston. and a daughter, Mrs. Lewis B. 
Winton of Watertown. 

Simple funeral services were held 
Tuesday afternoon. Rev. Julian C. 
Jaynes of West Newton officiated. 
Burial was at Newton Cemetery.

NEW COMPTROLLER ELECTED 

Board of Aldermen Choose Daniel A. While lor 
This Important Position 


The outstanding feature of the 
meeting of the aldermen on Monday 
night was the unanimous election of 
Mr. Daniel A. White of Newton as 
Comptroller of Accounts.

A pool table license for Giovanni 
Geraci was first opposed by Aider- 
man Melclier, but he later withdrew 
his opposition and the license was 
granted at 6 Hartford street. 

There was a long discussion over 
the majority report of the license 
committee favoring the granting of a 
permit to the Jenney Mfg. Co. to sell 
gasolene at the corner of Walnut and 
Beacon streets. Alderman Morse ex- 
plained that the company had agreed 
to give the land to round the corner, 
to agree to give land enough in the 
future to widen Walnut street by 20 
feet and to agree to a building line on 
Beacon street. The entrance and exit 
to the proposed filling station were to 
be satisfactory to the City Engineer. 
Alderman Heaihcote first quoted 
Alderman Blake as opposed to this 
permit and subsequently opposed the 
grant, as he considered this one of 
the most dangerous corners in the 
city. Alderman Heathcote’s motion to 
table for a month was lost.

Cultivation should begin just as soon 
as the plants break through the 
ground enough to make it possible to 
distinguish the rows. In the case of 
corn, beans, peas and potatoes, which 
are planted well below the surface, it 
pays to go over the ground lightly with 
a rake before the plants appear. This 
is especially true after a series of 
heavy rains when a hard crust forms 
on the surface of the ground, making 
it difficult for the tender sprouts to 
break through. Frequent rains also 
cause many weeds to start and they 
can be destroyed almost before they 
can be seen if, on a bright sunny day, 
the ground is gone over with a rake 
or fine tooth cultivator and the roots 
of the weeds exposed to the heat of 
the sun. It pays to cultivate every 
time after a heavy rain, even though 
it may be two or three times a week. 

There is a time almost every Sum- 
mer when rainy days and heavy show- 
ers are very infrequent and moisture 
which has been conserved by frequent 
cultivation will be then available to 
the plant roots just when it is most 
needed. The chief purpose of culti- 
vation is to keep a fine dust mulch on 
the ground all the time. This fine, 
loose soil breaks up the movement of 
water toward the surface by capil- 
lary attraction and reduces the waste- 
age by evaporation to a minimum. 

Boys and girls like to demonstrate 
this action of the water by putting a 
tablespoon of water in the bottom 
of a glass. Then placing in it four 
lumps of sugar, covering the lumps 
with powdered sugar. The lumps 
closely packed quickly take up the 
water, but it fails to penetrate the 
fine powdered sugar which corre- 
sponds to the dust mulch. 

In some types of soil a hard crust 
will form after a heavy rain, followed 
by a hot day. Small seeds like let- 
tuce. parsnips, carrots and beets find 
it difficult to break through such a 
crust and sometimes they are entirely 
prevented from growing. If the 
sprouts do not appear in twenty days, 
there Is nothing to do but prepare the 
ground again and reDlant.

A F AITH FPL WITNESS 


A sweet, courageous life left our 
sight on Thursday of last week (May 
5). In the passing of Miss Anne E. 
Baker of Newton, not only friends, 
but the community at large will miss 
beneficent activity of a gentlewoman 
bent on doing good. All who person- 
ally knew Miss Baker and the wider 
circle of those who were touched by 
her unselfish devotion, as sharers in 
her work and as its beneficiaries, will 
be glad to read something about her 
at this time. 

Many years ago Miss Baker’s atten- 
tion was called to the need of certain 
individuals and families shut in, or 
shut off, from the most ordinary com- 
forts and good things of life by re- 
moteness or poverty or more especial- 
ly by some barrier of loneliness. She 
desired to bring a bit of sunshine to 
all such deprived ones, and to insure 
that the sun would keep on shining 
for them, even though perhaps just a 
little glint through a very clouded 
window pane, and she seemed to be 
guided to many who were exiled from 
the wholesome ministration of neigh- 
bors by some sickness of body or of 
heart. She wished to do something 
for the lame, the ignorant, the ill- 
tempered perhaps, who had thus be- 
come imprisoned in the miserable 
cells of limitation. To these she was 
a personal friend who cared and who 
cared for them. There was in her 
nature a passion of unselfishness and 
of desire to serve, anil she occupied 
herself in sending magazines, loving 
notes and little gifts to her “shut-ins” 
and “shut-offs” here and there all 
through the year and in special and 
larger ministration at Christmas-tide 
and on other occasions. The work 
grew in scope and became a life work 
added to the cares of her own house- 
hold and sweetening her home by the 
precious sense of sharing everything 
regardless of her own leisure. It was 
the expression of unselfish devotion, 
calling for courage, patience and 
honesty of purpose.

GARDEN NEWS 


The success of the potato crop de- 
pends very largely upon two import- 
ant things that must be done at this 
season of the year. The first of these 
is the selection and preparation of the 
seed bed. Where it is possible to 
make a selection and quite often this 
can be done even in a very limited 
area, it is well to select the deep and 
well drained soil for the potato patch. 
It is important that this shall not he 
shaded or locuted on a gravelly knoll 
that will later dry out. A very thor- 
ough preparation of the soil at this 
time of the year will save much labor 
later in the season. It will also give 
the youug plants a much bettor op- 
portunity to get well established. 

The second requisite which should 
not be neglected is the selection and 
treatment of the seed. Where one is 
compelled to go to the local store to 
get the seed stock, about the only 
thing that can be done is to see to it 
that it is vigorous and of the right 
variety. The vigor can be determined 
by the size of the sprouts us they now 
show. It is very unwise to plunt po- 
tatoes with small, puny sprouts. 


These should be used for eating pur- 
poses and only the ones showing 
large, vigorous sprouts used for 
planting. The shape is also an indi- 
cator of vigor. Select those with a 
blunt seed end. Discard the ones that 
are pointed at either end and es- 
pecially the seed end or the ones that 
have become elongated. 

In order to destroy the fungi which 
cause scab and rhizoctonia, the seed 
should be treated with a solution of 
corrosive sublimate. This is made by 
dissolving one ounce of the poison in 
one gallon hot water, then adding six 
gallons cold water. Soak the seed 
two hours in this solution. A for- 
malin solution will destroy scab, but 
will not effect rhizoctonia. 

As to the variety for the average 
small garden. Irish Cobblers are 
probably one of the best potatoes to 
plant. If these are planted in the 
near future, they will mature before 
the fall rains occur, and thus escape 
blight. Green Mountain is another 
good variety. This is an excellent 
winter potato. It requires a little 
longer season than the Cobbler. If 
one is growing this variety the vines 
should be sprayed several times dur- 
ing the season with Boredeaux or 
some similar preparation. 

No amount of extra labor put upon 
the potato crop later in the season 
will offset these two very important 
essentials in growing a good crop of 
high grade potatoes.

GARDEN NEWS STORY 


Planting Root Crops

Leaves and blossoms of trees and' 
shrubs indicate that this season is ful- 
ly two weeks in advance of last year. 
Almost any vegetable except squashes, 
cucumbers, pumpkins, and melons 
should be planted before the end of 
this week. Root crops in particular 
which require a long season for ma- 
turity ought to be started now. 

Every gardener will want to be well 
supplied with beets throughout the 
season and in the fall for winter stor- 
age. Several plantings can be made 
up to the first of July to provide eat- 
ing beets through the summer season. 
While this vegetable will grow in any 
reasonably fertile soil, it will develop 
much more rapidly and he sweeter and 
more tender in ground that is free 
from acidity. Beets respond more 
rapidly to the use of lime that aqy 
other garden vegetable. All the fer- 
tilizer In the world will not take its 
place if the soil is acid. Some of the 
best varieties of garden beets are 
Crosby’s Egyptian, Detroit Dark Red 
and Eclipse. 

Seeds should he sown in drills 14 
to 18 inches apart and covered to a 
depth not exceeding one inch. The 
tops of young beets make most deli- 
cious greens. For this reason it is 
an excellent practice to sow the seed 
two or three to the inch. This assures 
a good thick stand and when the 
plants are three or four inches high, 
they should be thinned to one every 
four inches and the plants removed 
cooked for greens. If a stand of beets 
is not even, it is u good plan to do the 
thinning on a rainy day and set in the 
plants where there are long skips. 

Parsnips require a whole season for 
growth. They do best in a rich soil, 
and must have frenuent cultivation. 
The roots can he allowed to remain 
in the ground all winter, us their fla- 
vor is much improved by freezing. 
Hollow Crown is the most popular 
variety. Sow seedH in drills 18 inches 
apart and cover to a depth not ex 
ceeding one inch. Thin to three 
Inches apart in the rows when plants 
are three inches high. 

Carrots require the same culture us 
parsnips except that they do not re- 
quire much thinning, and can he 
grown as close as one to the Inch. 
Best varieties are Dunvers Half Long 
and Chatenay.

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN

a paper which had been founded dur- 
ing that year by his brother James.

His 
works are in 10 volumes (H-F85), 
w*hile his “Sayings of Poor Richard,’’ 
prefaces, proverbs, and poems of 
Franklin, as originally printed.

Our children could not stop 
thinking of the needs of the pitiful 
countries, so they asked for famine ra- 
tions one day each week in March, that 
they might send the difference. We 
could not resist their appeal for just 
a little chance to help, even though 
it meant giving up necessities. Rice 
and water cocoa it was then for four 
Friday dinners, and never was giv- 
ing more graciously done. So at the 
rate of seventeen cents each meal, we 
have sent away $82.00 today.”

Last week John R. Terrio, 33 Thurs- 
ton road, Newton, who drives a truck 
for A. Palladino of Newton Highlands, 
was fined $15 on a charge of over- 
speeding on Cypress street. Terrio 
claimed that his truck was governed 
to a speed of 12 miles an hour, and 
that it was impossible for him to 
speed, but Patrolmen Whitehouse and 
Mooney testified that he was going 
more than 20 miles an hour. The of 
fleers found that he did not have his 
registration papers with him, but Pal 
ladino testified that another driver had 
lost the card. This charge was con 
tinued. 

Thomas Cavanaugh of Brookline 
was arranged on a charge of operat 
ing a car without the proper lights 
He explained that a short-circuit in 
the lighting system caused the light 
to go out. The case was filed. 

Malcolm Blair of Watertown paid a 
fine of $10 for driving a motorcycle 
without proper lights. Sergeant 
Seaver testified that Blair drove along 
Commonwealth avenue about 11 
o’clock without a light showing and 
that he was going nearly 30 miles an 
hour. Blair said that he was return 
ing from a canoeing trip on the 
Charles River and that his lamp-gas 
gave out while on the road and that 
he was on his way to a garage to get 
some more gas. He also said that his 
engine was not working properly and 
that he could not make more than 15 
miles an hour. Sergeant Seaver then 
testified that the engine was in good 
condition. Blair was fined for not 
having a light and was told to be 
more careful about keeping his gas- 
tank full. 

Frank P. Sullivan of South Boston 
was fined $100 for driving so as to 
endanger the lives of ' the public. 
Sergeant Seaver was the complainant. 
Sullivan appealed and gave $300 
bonds as surety for his appearance in 
the Superior Court. 

Frederick G. Thayer of Wellesley 
was in Court on a charge of driving 
an automobile without proper lights. 
Patrolman Whitehouse testified that 
Thayer passed a garage on Common- 
wealth avenue without attempting to 
get a new bulb for his light. Thayer 
said that he didn’t have the price of a 
bulb and that the bulb broke because 
of a slight accident to the light. He 
pleaded guilty to the charge and was 
given a line of $10, which the Court 
suspended until July. 

Felice Polcora of Boston was fined 
$10 for speeding. He pleaded not 
guilty. 

Samuel Wright of Boston was fined 
$10 for operating a car without proper 
lights. He said that he had examined 
the lights when he left Wellesley, 
where he was visiting, and that he 
had again examined them just before 
the patrolman stopped him. His fine 
was suspended. 


TYPHOID IN WALTHAM 


A ROME OF LOVE 


If Waltham’s milk consumers had 
been users of properly pasteurized 
milk, instead of the rnw product, the 
city would not now he in the throes of 
an epidemic of typhoid fever of a seri- 
ous nature, and of unlimited possibili- 
ties before it can be said to have been 
stamped out in its entirety. 

This is the dictum not only of the 
State Department of Public Health, hut 
of Dr. C. B. Fuller, city physician of 
Waltham, and of Dr. Francis G. Curtis, 
chairman of th* Board of Health of 
Newton, on the borders of which city 
some cases of the dreaded malady have 
been discovered. 

Dr. Eugene A. Kelley, State Commis- 
sioner of Public Health, and hlB corps 
of assistants both in the office and in 
the field, are a unit as to the value of 
pasteurization. The position the state 
department takes on the question is 
that, as a general principle, milk 
should he pasteurized under all condi- 
tions. It is something that Is generally 
demanded. But. even pasteurized milk 
must be handled in a careful and clean- 
ly manner to be a safe milk. This 
position is endorsed by all the leading 
milk authorities of the world. 

Just how many cases will develop 
from Waltham’s present typhoid fever 
epidemic is conjectural, although the 
health authorities are hopeful that the 
progress of the infection has been 
stayed and that new cases will be con- 
fined to the families of those where 
there are members already afflicted. 
The total cases already has reached 
well toward the 100 mark and the abil- 
ity to cope with the increasing number 
each day has taxed the endurance of 
the health authorities of the city. It 
is difficult at this time to figure wheth- 
er the peak of the epidemic has been 
reached. The first case was reported to 
tlie state hoard on May 9 and, figuring 
10 days as the period of incubation, 
the peak of the initial case has been 
reached. It Is possible, however, that 
many other cases were developing dur- 
ing that time that would tend to ex- 
tend this incubation period, and that 
much damage was done before the sup- 
ply of impure milk was shut off. 

Late last week the authorities decid- 
ed to adopt drastic methods and this 
man was ordered to cease business, and 
his customers were turned over to an- 
other dealer. This apparently has had 
had a salutary effect for there has been 
a decided lessening of cases along his 
former route, except in families al 
ready afflicted. 

The authorities report that the shut- 
ting off of the raw milk and the substi 
tution of the pasteurized product has 
had a decidedly clearing effect upon 
the situation and they are hopeful that 
the disease will he stamped out shortly. 

Dr. Milton J. Rosenau, professor of 
preventive medicine at Harvard Medi- 
cal School and a nationally recognized 
n.ilk expert formerly with the United 
States Health Service, declares that It 
requires not only intelligence, but a 
high degree of technical training as 
well as constant vigilance, to produce 
a clean and safe milk. He believes that 
preventive methods are better than 
corrective ones and that milk should be 
produced clean and kept clean. “But,” 
he says, “so long as it cannot be pro- 
duced pure and clean it is necessary 
to purify what we get. We must guard 
against the germ enemies as long as 
(hey exist. As the average milk is apt 
to contain these insidious germ foes, 
the only protection is to destroy them 
by heat, by the modern method of per- 
fec pasteurization.”

EDITORIAL 


The aldermen have acted wisely in 
pranting a permit for a gasolene filling 
station at the corner of Beacon and 
Walnut streets. The location of such 
a station at this place will eliminate at 
least one fourth of the present danger 
and will relieve the city from consider- 
able expense in an ultimately widening 
at this congested intersection. 

In this connection it is well to call 
attention to the rapid increase in ap- 
plications for permits to sell gasolene 
and the apparent indifference of the 
petitioners to the desirability of the 
location from a civic point of view. 
We strongly urge the city government 
to refuse any further locations on the 
line of Commonwealth avenue and to 
he extremely careful of any or ajl other 
locations which may be sought.*

The proposed curbing on Chapel 
street and all other expenses which 
can be reasonably postponed ought to 
be deferred until the times are more 
favorable to things which are not abso- 
lute necessities. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

With the session about drawing to 
a close, the Legislature is taking ac- 
tion on some of the most important 
business of the year. 

The bill to increase the fees paid 
for motor vehicles, although favor- 
ably reported by the ways and means 
committee was badly beaten in the 
House by a vote of 61 in favor to 109 
in opposition. This result was largely 
due to the fact that the members were 
afraid of the political influence of the 
automobilists' and cared but little for 
the revenues of the state. 

The bill for a state constabulary, 
which came from Representative 
Early’s committee on State Adminis- 
tration with provision for a troop of 
75 men, was cut down by the ways 
and means committee. It was fought 
hard both on its second and third 
readings, but passed with a good ma- 
jority, the roll call showing 132 in 
favor and but 85 opposed. 

A resolve is passing through both 
branches this week to return to Mr. 
Charles F. Avery the sum of $2,273.31, 
which was erroneously paid by him in 
income taxes in 1917. 

The Legislature has revived the 
commission to care for the graves of 
the American dead on foreign soil, of 
which Mr. Robert Irwin of Newton- 
ville has been the efficient secretary. 

There was another hot fight on the 
bill to harmonize the laws of Massa- 


chusetts with tho Volstead act and 
which really meant that liquor viola- 
tions could be handled by the police 
force of our cities and towns and the 
cases tried In the local courts, in- 
stead of only in Federal courts, as at 
present. The bill was finally passed 
by the House by a vote of 139 to 80. 

The county jail proposition will go 
over to the next session with a 
special committee to investigate fur 
ther during the summer. In this 
connection it is interesting to note 
that the Commissioner of Welfare is 
evidently in favor of a concentration 
of local almshouses and poor farms 
under some form of county or district 
control. 

A hearing was given Wednesday af 
ternoon before Register of Motox Ve- 
hicles Frank A. Goodwin on the order 
of the aldermen of Newton to limit the 
rate of speed on Waban Hill road. 
Chestnut Hill to 15 miles an hour. 
Alderman A. H. McAuslan, City So- 
licitor Bartlett. City Engineer Rogers 
and Messrs. G. D. Strachan, W. C, 
Collett, W. F. Brennan and others ap- 
peared in favor of the order and op- 
position was represented from all the 
Dealers’ Associations by letter. Mr. 
Goodwin subsequently approved the 
order.

All American Red Cross Chapter and Branch Workers are summoned to mobilize in a great campaign to pro- 
vide garments for destitute children abroad. This work is in addition to the nursing and medical care assigned 
to the Red Cross by the European Relief Council directed by Mr. Hoover. 

These little children are not appealing for money or new clothes but for made-over or used garments and only 
for children from one to fourteen years of age. Everything is acceptable, provided it is in good condition and 
clean. 

We urgently appeal to every Mother in Newton to donate every garment not needed by her own children. 
Your children are well-nourished and happy. These children are under-nourished, some are starving, and are 
practically without clothing of any kind. Why not be a fairy godmother to them? 




Reports from careful observers who have recently returned from the Near East are heart rending. 


DR. LIVINGSTON FARRAND, Chairman of the American Red Cross says: 

“Children are the last reserve of civilization. 

“To try to save the children of Central and Eastern Europe is a paramount duty if 
civilization in those regions is to survive. 

“Food and medical care will be rendered largely inefficient unless these children are 
provided with adequate clothing. There are no local supplies which can be obtained for 
them, — either for garments or for children. 

“It is an emergency as great as ever confronted us and calls for the loyal and enthusias- 
tic co-operation of every Chapter in the land.” 

COLONEL ROBERT E. OLDS, American Red Cross Commissioner for Europe says: 

“We have immediate need of two million garments to aid in the work for the children 
of Europe. I appeal to the women in Red Cross Chapters to stimulate production to the 
utmost of their ability. We cannot stand aside and permit children to perish for want of 
things we can supply.” 

HERBERT HOOVER says: 

“This is indeed a splendid and most essential service. The children as well as the adult 
population of Central and Eastern Europe are daily suffering from exposure and from the 
diseases that follow' and whatever America can do to alleviate this condition will be but 
another splendid example of her desire to relieve real suffering wherever it may be found.” 

MRS. AUGUST BELMONT of the Executive Committee of the Red Cross says: 

“Our Red Cross is faced with a definite share due to the tragic need in Europe. We are 
receiving beseeching calls from our representatives for the vital need of layettes and chil- 
dren’s garments. 

“Once more we must bend our energies to carrying our quota over the top.” 

ROSE WILDER LANE, magazine writer of more than National reputation is in 
Europe as a Volunteer to aid the American Red Cross in its work, — she writes: 

“In Hungary every fifth baby dies. 

“In Vienna tuberculosis alone kills ever’ seventh child. 

“From the Baltic States to Egypt the situation is the same. 


“The only way to save the life of Europe is to restore to the children the right to live, 
which was taken from them by the War. 

“Vienna is a City condemned to death and dying slowly of starvation. 

“In Vienna alone the Red Cross found 169,000 children so badly undernourished as to be 
in constant jeopardy of their lives. Most of them were cold as well as hungry. None of 
them were clothed in sufficiency against the weather. 

“In Hungary half the deaths are those of little children. 

“Seven in every ten of the Budapest children under three years old are deformed by 
rickets.” 

“There is almost no fuel, no soap, no medicines and only rags and paper for clothing. 

“Babies are bom and wrapped in paper. Tnere are American layettes in every hospital, 
but not as many needed garments as there are babies. 

“In the Railroad yards there are long sidings on which are strung the box cars that 
are the only homes for refugees suffering from scarlet fever. Here the children of the ‘box 
dwellers* are lying covered with newspapers. 

“On the other side of the City there are 2500 freight cars that are the only homes of 
10,000 refugees. The children cry. There ars no blankets for the babies who are kept from 
freezing by the warmth of their mothers* half starved bodies. 

“These things merely belong to the daily report that comes to the American Red Cross 
as part of its daily routine. 

“In Poland a large portion of the children of the Country have been refugees since the 
time of their birth and have never known what it was to have a permanent home. 

“Colonel Chesley, recently American Red Cross Commissioner, estimated the number 
of orphans in Poland to be 800,000 and was certain twice that number were in serious need 
of clothing, food and medical attendance. , 

“Throughout the Balkans the great difficulty has been that half of all the living children 
were orphans, with absolutely no one to provide for them. 

“The American Relief Administration throughout all this wide expanse of misery has 
been feeding the children and will be able to save at least part of them. 

“In addition to feeding and medical care, the great challenge to the American Red Cross 
is to furnish clothing for the destitute, the ragged, and the unprotected.” 

After describing numerous other distress'ng conditions, Mrs. Lane finishes by saying: 

“There are one million women in America who could each make a complete layette. 
It seems from here such a simple thing to do — just as simple as it would seem for the women 
at home to find something warm and comfortable for the naked baby if it were on her door- 
step. But perhaps it seems so because here in Ragusa the baby is on our doorstep and in 
Jugo-Slavia there is no thread and only a few sewing machines.”

It must be appreciated that unless. the destitute child population of Central and Eastern Europe is provided 
for with substantial garments to replace the rags and tatters which are now giving very little protection to their lit- 
tle bodies, the medical attention which has been undertaken by the Red Cross will fall short of accomplishing its 
end.

JOINT ANNUAL MEETING 


Hold by Newton Hospital Aid ArhocIr- 
tlon and Social Service League 


The Joint annual meeting of the 
Newton Hospital Aid Association and 
the Newton Hospital Socinl Service 
League was held in the parish house 
of the New Church, Newtonville, 
Tuesday, May 10th, with a good at- 
tendance. 

The president, Mrs. George H. Tal- 
bot, opened the meeting with an ex- 
pression of her appreciation of the 
splendid work of the hospital and 
opportunity for service. 

The annual reports were read by 
Mrs. F. E. Anderson, secretary, and 
Miss Rose Loring, treasurer. 

Miss Constantin W. Smith proposed 
the following nominations, which were 
unanimously accepted: President, 

Mrs. George H. Talbot; vice presi- 
dents, Mrs. Joseph N. Lovell, Mrs. W. 
M. Flanders, Mrs. George W. St. 
Amant; recording secretary, Mrs. 
Frank E. Anderson; corresponding 
secretary. Miss Marguerite Flanders; 
treasurer. Miss Rose Loring; auditor, 
Mr. Alonzo L. Weed. 

The list of directors remains the 
same as last year, with the exception 
of one resignation and one removal by 
death. 

It may not be amiss to mention the 
rummage sale which was held in West 
Newton last October and which netted 
the hospital aid $3777.50. With these 
funds the aid purchased for the hos- 
pital a first class equipment for the 
X-Ray room, thus placing our New- 
ton Hospital on a par with the best 
equipped hospitals in the country. 

Miss Tower spoke briefly of the 
work of the District Nursing Associa- 
tion, showing most convincingly the 
importance of the work and its dis- 
tinct place in our city. 

The hospital aid has voted to estab- 
lish a scholarship, to be awarded to 
pupils in the Training School, and 
also a Students’ Loan Fund, to assist 
those who desire to enter the Training 
School, but find serious obstacles 
which may be overcome by assistance 
of this nature. In these ways and in 
the furtherance of other plans for fu- 
ture work the hospital aid will con- 
tinue its beneficient work. We also 
support a free bed. 

Two important amendments to the 
constitution of the hospital aid were 
presented for action, both of which 
were accepted. 

The meeting of the Social Service 
League followed and the following of- 
ficers were elected: President, Mrs. 
Harold B. Sherman; vice president, 
Miss Marguerite Flanders; secretary, 
Mrs. Charles B. Janes; assistant sec- 
retary, Mrs. Mervin Allen; treasurer, 
Mrs. F. W. Webster, Jr.; assistant 
treasurer. Miss Mary L. Rolfe. 

Mrs. MacMannanon, the Social Ser- 
vice worker, gave many interesting 
incidents of her work. 

Mrs. Talbot then introduced the 
speaker. Dr. W. R. MacCausland, who 
gave a most interesting and instruc- 
tive lecture on “Posture and its rela- 
tion to Health,” with slide illustra- 
tions. 

Dr. MacCausland said some people 
thought this a hobby.but there was an 
intricate intimacy of posture to our 
health. Erect posture spells success 
and poor posture failure. No greater 
movement had ever taken place in our 
country than the physical training and 
development of our young men during 
the World War. As much attention 
should be given to the physical devel- 
opment of our boys and girls who are 
to work in our various industries and 
take their places as heads of families 
later, as to their academic training. 

We shall never make any progress 
in fighting tuberculosis in Massachu- 
setts unless we can get to the children 
and establish a system of physical ex- 
amination which shall be carried on 
through school years along with the 
academic chart. Dr. MacCausland an- 
swered many questions at the close of 
his lecture and most surely impressed 
his interested audience with the im- 
portance of posture in childhood and 
adults. 

A delicious luncheon under the di- 
rection of Mrs. F. S. Webster and 
social hour followed the lecture and 
brought to a close the day’s pro- 
gram.

THE SCHICK TEST 

Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

As there seems to be some misun- 
derstanding in regard to the Schick 
test which the Board of Health is do- 
ing. the following explanation may 
not be out of place. 

It has been shown that certain per- 
sons have a natural immunity to diph- 
theria; that is. they do not thke it 
when exposed to infection, while 
others can and do take it. 

The Schick test shows to which 
class a person belongs and consists in 
injecting into the skin of one arm a 
very minute quantity of a test solu- 
tion; a control solution being injected 
into the other arm. 

If the person is susceptible, a slight 
red blush appears on the skin of the 
test arm on the fourth day. while if 
he is immune nothing happens. There 
is no constitutional reaction. 

The parents of susceptible children 
are notified of the result and urged to 
have their children immunized by their 
own physicians. This artificial im- 
munization is similar to the immuniza- 
tion for typhoid and is known to last 
for at least five years. 

The sole reason that the Board of 
Health does the testing is because it 
is easier to do a large number at the 
same time, as the test solution must 
be made fresh, in amounts sufficient 
for fifty tests, and the unused portion 
thrown away. 

The testing is entirely voluntary and 
no one is compelled to take it! and 
the immunization is done by the family 
physician. 

The Board of Health simply reports 
that the test shows that the child can 
take diphtheria and leaves the rest to 
the parents.

ously weakening the very foundation 
of the Republic. Keep the home fires 
burning and Bolshevism and I. W. W. 
ism and anarchy will die of malnutri- 
tion.

EDITORIAL 


The need of immediate action in the 
matter of a zoning ordinance in this 
city has been shown this week in the 
proposed erection of a woolen fac- 
tory dyehouse and powerhouse on the 
edge of such a fine residential district 
as Mt. Ida. With a proper zoning 
ordinance buildings of this class 
would be barred from districts of this 
nature. The need of a zoning ordi- 
nance is also shown in the demand 
for locations for public garages and 
gas filling stations all over the city. 
It is too much to expect unorganized 
bodies of citizens or even individual 
Citizens to keep forever on the watch 
to prevent an invasion of residential 
districts by undesirable classes of 
business and it should be safeguarded 
by an adequate zoning ordinance. 


Newton ‘residents need have no fear 
of a typhoid epidemic, as there are 
but three cases in the city at the 
present time, and the board of health 
is keeping careful watch of the situa- 
tion. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Attorney General J. Weston Allen 
of this city has been upheld this week 
by the decision of the Supreme Court 
in his right to be represented at ses- 
sions of the grand jury, and in con- 
sequence part of the controversy 
which has been centered in the com- 
mittee on judiciary between Mr. Allen 
and District Attorney Pelletier and 
District Attorney Tufts has been set- 
tled in Mr. Allen's favor. 

Mr. Allen has rendered an opinion 
to the Senate that the bill recently 
passed the House virtually making a 
state law of the provisions of the Vol- 
stead act is unconstitutional in that 
portion which makes the proposed 
new law dependent upon possible 
changes in the Volstead act by Con- 
gress. It is possible that this opinion 
may send the whole matter over to 
next year. 

The judiciary committee has report- 
ed adversely on Mr. Allen’s proposal 
to require district attorneys to obtain 
,the assent of a presiding judge on 
cares nol prossed. 

Mr. Allen’s recommendations that 
the attorney general should be given 
the right to summon the grand jury 
in special session and to compel at- 
tendance of witnesses at any investiga- 
tion under his direction were adverse- 
ly reported upon by the Committee on 
Judiciary but Senator Naphen. who. by 
the way has represented Newton in 
nplendid fashion in the upper branch 
was *.ble to substitute the bills in the 
Senate on Wednesday afternoon. The 
next day. however, the Senate reversed 
itself under circumstances which do 
not reflect credit upon that body. 
President Allen went so far as to vote 
with the minority in upholding these 
bills — the first time he has voted this 
year. When the matter came into the 
House on Thursday afternoon Speaker 
Young, by ;i most unfortunate ruling, 
prevented the House from taking ac- 
tion on these two matters, the point 
of order being raised by a Democrat. 
The situation was peculiar in that the 
House had before it the report of the 
Judiciary Committee on all the various 
rrcommendations made by Attorney 
General Allen, and on which the Sen- 
ate as above stated hau at first sub- 
stituted two bills. Speaker Young 
ruled that only the remainder of the 
report was before the House for action. 
This ruling as will be seen absolutely 
prevents the Hou ? from entertaining 
the report of the committee on the two 
matters killed in the Senate — a narrow 
construction of the rules. It is nost 
unfortunate, from a political stand- 
point. that this situation has been cre- 
ated as it will certainly make political 
c^ni\ l for the Democratic party. 

The Legislature held three sessions 
yesterdav and will hold three sessions 
today m an effort to prorogue this 
week.

Newton is the same grade as the reg- 
ular family milk furnished to 80 per- 
cent of the company's customers 
seems evident from information re- 
cently obtained by The Graphic. The 
children in the schools have been pay- 
ing less for their milk than their par- 
ents have at home, and on this ac- 
count some were led to believe that 
the Hood Company was putting \a 
cheaper grade of milk into the 
schools. It seems, however, that the 
Hood Company is merely giving the 
school children the benefit of what- 
ever saving can be made by delivery 
in large quantities. 

When questioned on the subject. H. 
P. Hood 2nd, who has recently be- 
come manager of the Newton branch, 
said — “The milk that we are putting 
into the schools is the same as our 
regular Jersey Brand milk that we 
are supplying to 80 per cent of our 
customers. The reason that we are 
charging the children less is because 
we are giving to them the benefit of 
the economy that arises by delivery 
in large quantities. 

“Throughout Greater Boston we are 
supplying most of the schools using 
milk, and the majority of them are 
taking this same gracfe of product. 
Belmont is at present using Grade A 
milk. This gives the children a milk 
slightly richer in butter fat but at a 
cost of three or four cents more a 
week. Both grades are pasteurized in 
the same manner, and one is exactly 
as safe as the other. 

“In view of the recent typhoid epi- 
demic traced to raw milk, I might add 
that our method of pasteurization is 
that recommended by the American 
Public Health Association and now 
made compulsory in most of the lead- 
ing cities of United States and Can- 
ada. I believe it will not be long be- 
fore Boston and Newton will also 
compel all dealers to pasteurize their 
milk and cream scientifically in this 
same manner and thus eliminate milk 
as a possible source of disease.”

GARDEN NEWS 

It is fairly safe to set tomato plants 
this week. They can be protected from 
any light frosts that are likely to oc- 
cur by covering them with pnpers, held 
down by stones so that they will not 
blow away. Gardeners should watch 
the thermometer and play safe by cov- 
ering the plants if the temperature 
goes below 40. 

Ninety per cent of the plants sold 
at retail by stores are Dwarf Stone. 
They are very attractive as young 
plants because of very early sturdy 
growth, but they are poor yielders and 
it is much better for backyard garden- 
ers to set Bonny Best, Chalk’s Early 
Jewel or Matcheless, all of which are 
well known standard varieties that 
yield large quantities of smooth, high 
quality fruit. 

The first enemy that attacks the 
young tomato plant is the cut worm. 
If the stalk is wound loosely with 
heavy paper and then set so that the 
paper extends an inch below the sur- 
face of the ground and two inches 
above, cut worms will come in contact 
with the paper and leave the plant 
alone. When cut worms appear in 
large numbers it is wisest to make 
what is called a poison, bait. It is 
made by mixing two quarts of dry bran 
and one ounce of white arsenic or 
Paris green with two quarts of water. 
Into this is stirred one pint of molasses. 
After the mash has stood several hours 
it should be scattered in lumps the 
size of marbles over the garden near 
the plants that are being injured. This 
mash should be applied late in the day 
so that it will remain moist into the 
night when the cut worms come to the 
surface to do their feeding. It is often 
necessary to make a second and third 
application of the poison because it is 
not good after it becomes dry. 

Flea beetles frequently attack young 
plants and do considerable damage. 
Dipping them in lead arsenate solu- 
tion before setting will protect them at 
the start and if they are damaged as 
they grow larger, spraying with Bor- 
deaux Mixture will act as a deterrent. 

The large green tomato worms which 
sometimes appear later in the season 
and eat the foliage can easily be seen 
and as they never appear in great num- 
bers, can be picked from the vines and 
destroyed. 


A NEWTON ARTIST 


From the seventh annual exhibition 
of the Detroit Institute of Art, the 
painting entitled “A Woman Sewing,” 
by William McGregor Paxton of New- 
ton Centre, has been purchased for the 
permanent collection of the museum 
with funds from the Merrill Fund of 
the Museum of Art Founders Society. 
This fund is intended for the purchase 
of works of art by living Americans. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Pax- 
ton’s picture was the popular favorite 
in the recent voting contest in Detroit, 
having received nearly three times as 
many votes as its nearest competitor in 
the balloting. 

The picture is described as a conser- 
vative, quiet and highly finished can- 
vas. The light which comes through 
the window of the interior at the left 
warms the room, casting sunshine on 
the figure of the seated woman. It is 
definite, bright and cheerful, and strong 
in tactile quality, which characteristics 
are enough to ^explain its appeal to 
the popular taste. 

Mr. Paxton is already represented by 
works in the collections of five or six 
of the leading art museums of the 
country, including the Museum of Fine 
Arts, Boston, the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art. New York, the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of the Fine Arts, Phila- 
delphia, the Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
Washington, and the Cincinnati Mu- 
seum of Art. He began his training 
under Dennis M. Bunker at the Cowles 
Art School in Boston, and continued 
it at the Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris, 
under Gerome, and at the Julian Acad- 
emy. He has received many honors 
and prizes.

NAMENT 


The rackets which are offered for 
prizes in the boys’ tennis tounraments 
are on display in one of the stores on 
Union street, and they have aroused a 
lot of interest. 

For tho high school boys the first 
prize is one of F. J. Bancroft Co.’s 
Winner” models, such as sells in the 
stores for $15.00. Those who follow 
tennis know what this means, for it 
is the model that Tilden has always 
used. 

The grammar school boys will play 
for a "Premier” racket, which is made 
by the same manufacturers and sells 
for $7.50 in the stores. 

There are some expenses connected 
with the tournament, although the 
playground has been able to save con- 
siderable through the interest of Mr. 
Volpe of the Newton Centre Squash 
Tennis Club, who is securing the 
rackets for us at a reduced rate and 
to cover this expense it is necessary 
to charge an admission fee and to se- 
cure not less than twenty-four en- 
tries in each tournament.

RESIDENTS PROTEST 


A special meeting of the aldermen 
was held last Wednesday night at 
City Hall to take action on a strong 
protest filed by residents of Mt. Ida 
and part of Newtonville against the 
erection of a woolen factory on land 
adjoining Cabot park. 

The property is owned by the Se- 
curity Mills, Inc., which has been op- 
erating for the past two years off 
Washington street, West Newton. 
Philip . Rubenstein, its treasurer, ex- 
plained that his company planned to 
build a model, up-to-date factory 
building, with a dye house and power 
house adjoining, and had already 
awarded contracts for the work. 

Mr. William B. Hayden, for the re- 
monstrants, said that this factory 
right on the edge of a residential dis- 
trict, was most undesirable and would 
lead to a development of cheap, small 
houses. Messrs. Chas. E. Riley, L. D. 
Towle, G. B. H. Macomber, S. B. 
Hughes, G. E. Stuart, and C. G. Mc- 
Davitt all opposed the proposed build- 
ing, and their remarks were upheld 
by about forty other persons who 
were present. 

Later the board passed orders as- 
signing hearings at the next meeting 
of the board for the extension of Mun- 
roe street and the establishment of a 
building line which would prevent the 
building of the factory and for tak- 
ing the land of the Security Mills for 
park or municipal purposes.

LIBRARIANS HANDLE MANY 
OF BOOKS 


roNS 


No one has any idea as to the weight 
of books handled each year at the New- 
ton Free Library. It can he figured 
out, however, if we allow 1 VA pounds 
as the average for each hook. In 1920 
the library loaned out 378,393 volumes; 
the library also received hack about 
this same number of hooks, making a 
total of over 750,000 volumes handled 
These hooks weighed nearly a million 
pounds or 472 tons. 

If these hooks were placed end to end 
figuring each hook to he 7 Ms inches 
high, they would reach / distance of 
over five million inches or nearly 500,- 
000 feet. This is some 89 miles or the 
distance from Newton to Springfield 
along the rails of the Boston and A1 
bany Railroad. At the rate of the cir 
culation at the present time the books 
will reach probably by the end of the 
year way across the state.
